GENEVA (AP) — OPEC ended the longest 
meeting In Its history early today with an agree- 
ment to restrain oil production through the end of 
I thcycar.officldlssaid. 

The accord was announced by James Audu, 
OPEC's official spokesman. 

The agreement by 12 of the 13 members of the 
Organization of_Petrolcum Exporting Countries 
calls for them io limit their oil production for the 
two n • beginning Nov. 1 and ending Dec. 31. 
Iraq • it party to the agreement, OPEC Presi- 
dent Rr »dnu Lukman said. 

The collective production of the 12 countries is to 
be limllcd to 14.96 million barrels a day In November 
and 15.04 million in December. They currently pro- 
' duce 14.8 million barrels dally. (Earlier story, Page

athletes on grounds that the practice violates due 
process and privacy guarantees. 

The lawsuit, filed in Boulder District by the Col- 
orado ACLU. questions the icgalUy ' of random 
testing, but docs not dispute the school's testing of 
athletes wTiosc performance or attitude indicates 
they may be using drugSi , 

"It's an issue of privacy, freedom from unreason- 
able scarchiand seizure and due process," said Julie 
Golden, assistant director of the Colorado ACLU. 
"The Implications arc large because It’s the first ac- 
tion against a university."

Crash recordings contain gaps 

WASHINGTON (AP) — A recording of cockpit conversations 
provides no indication that the pilot of a Mexican airliner that col- 
lided with a small plane near Los Angeles ever saw the smaller 
-aircraft, a federal safety Investigator said Tuesday. 

' But National Transportation Safety Board member John Lauber 
also said in an intcrvlbw that the tape has "huge gaps” because of 
crash damage.' and said that some exchanges between the two 
pilots may have been lost. 

"There’s no indication (in the tape recording) that they saw 
anything (unusual) at all." Lauber said. But he added that 
because of. the tape damage, the board cannot "determine 
definitely" whether the ‘pilots might have momentarily been 
a\vare of the other aircraft, a single-engine Piper PA-28. 

FCC moves against porn calls 

WASHINGTON (AP) 4 Almost three years after Congress 
enacted a law to keep children from calling sexually explicit tele- 
phone messages, the Federal Communications Commission has 
'taken the first step towards shutting down a dial-a-porn service, 
the FCC chairman said Tuesday. 

A scries of court decisions bibeked enforcement of the law until a 
way could be found to Iprevcnt youngsters from hearing the 
•messages without keeping adults from hearing them if they so 
choose. , 

Jack D. Smith, the FCC's general counsel, said nine complaints 
against a single compand were selected from about 30 received 
from parents since the law was passed In 1983 and sent to the 
Justice Department for possible criminal prosecution.

BUHL — Susan Beck was a rkw 
food vegetarian for several yeart, 
but for the last six, she ha*^ tended 
toward a macrobiotic style — more 
grains and, often, cooked vegetables. 
She changed over to this not long 
after she, her husband, Mark and 
their now 13-ycar-oId daughter, 
Angle, moved to Idaho from Fort 
Collins, Colo. 

“1 decided if we wanted to 

E ‘ iHie," she says; “we Jiad.lo be a 
bit more lenient and a little bit 
more flexible In our diets. We 
started eating cheese and dairy pro- 
ducts and also some fish and some 
chicken. We don't eat a lot of beef. 

"I also believe In moderation to a 
high degree. If somebody invited me 
-.over for dinner. .and they served 
beef, I would eat it. And occasionally 
when I go out, I will eat It too, but 
It's not really a part of our daily diet 
atall."' 

— She* doesn't- ban occasional fast 
food or “Junk foods" from the diet of 
Angie, 4-year-old Callle Rose and 3- 
year-old John. She says she thinks 
her children should be exposed to 
everythln^and that If she told them 
theycould.not have such foods that's 
probably what they would eat when 
they gel older. 

— ShVTd‘drurtfnne“want5-them*io- 
know there are a lot of different 
things to eat out there. "And. they 
do. They like everything.” she says. 

Beck doesn't encourage snacking, 
but .when the children want one, 
they'can have fruit, puffed rice, rice 
cokes or raisins. Or, they might opt 
[or raw tofu • a source of protein. 

Beck soys our society is used to 
sweets. When a person’s blood sugar 
gels jrnftl^ow, ■"the sf|nanhbt W 
Interpret In our brain Is, 'I need 
somOvSugar. I need something sweet 
to eat.' and actually what your body 
is asking for Is protein," she says. 

• ■ Sfte has been using tofu In her.meal. 
preparation for o'nurhber or years. 
She used to make her own. but 
because it is such a time-consuming, 
difficult job. she purchases it now. 

Tofu begins os beans, which are 
soaked at least 12 hours, rinsed well, 
and mixed well in a. blender with 
.water. Then the fiber Is strained 
from the beons, leaving soy milk, 
which Is boiled and combined with a 
curdling agent. 

The result Is bland and..the.soy. 
takes on the taste of whatever is 
■cooked with it. 

It is inexpensive to buy. generally 
running about 98 cents to $1.19 a 
pound. A 2'sx2=<4Xl-inch piece has 9.4 
grams of protein, but only 86 calo- 
ries. Care should be taken to pur- 
chase tofu that is fresh. 

-- For the tofu lover, she-soys one of- 
the quickest ways to fix it is to 
marinate lt..a_couple of minutes in 
soy sauce or tomarl. it is then 
breaded with nutritional yeast, and. 


fried 3 to 4 minutes on a lightly oiled 
griddle. This can be eaten with a 

piece of cheese on It.- 

Beck created an acorn squash 
recipe, which con be cooked with or 
without tofu, depending . upon 
whether It is to be a main or side 
dish. ■ 

CORNY ACORN SQU^H 
Serves four 

Cut 2 acorn squash In half and 
clean out seeds. Bake at 3S0 degrees, 
meat side down, In a shallow baking 
pan, containing V4-inch water. Bake 
40 minutes. 

Meanwhile, saute In 1-2 table- 
spoons safflowerollrl'njedlum'onloir ■ 
and 2 cloves garlic, chopped. Saute- 
these until onions are clear. Add 
cups fresh or frozen com.

Her cooking philosophy, she says, 
is to keep meals simple — not a lot 
of courses — and serve a main dish 
with something like a salad. To en- 
sure her family gets all required 
nutrients, she tries to serve food 
with all the colors of the rainbow 

_every^y. ■ 

'Tm not talking about all the dif- 
ferent colors in the rainbow If you 
ate candy, but I’m talking about 
your basic food groups. It's a really 
good way. to teach nutrition to 
■chlldreh.’'8hhsay8.

Carol Hancock, reigning International Chill Socle-' 
:ty.world-champlonrhn6 l«!on.challcngcd, and so hps 
her chili pic. 

Calvin Holt, owner of New York's Serendipity. 3, 
says his chili pie Is the best, and to heck with the 
ICS's no-bean rule. 

Asked how he ever got Involved, *he says, 
"Sometimes a trend comes along, and I Jiist can’t 
Ignore It.” Of ail the culstnes..that we have been 
showered with, he says, the biggest Is Southwestern. 

- — ^I-had-nover-heard-of-a-chili-ple-before,-so-I-made- 
up a recipe." A few days later, he read in the paper 
that Frito-Lny Inc.— was-looklng— for-thc-orlglnah 
chlll-pic recipe. "I said, ‘Call them up and tell them 
we’ve got the best recipe.' ” 

A chill pic, everyone explained. Is chili taken one 
step further. 

There's the Southwestern version, which Hancock 
Is representing.- whcro-you-lear_openilhe- top_of_a_ 
corn-chip bag and dump chill, onions and grated 
cheese in, and mix the whole mishmash with a spoon 
Into a tasty mess. 

Then there's this new. Eastern version by Holt, 
tres New York, wilh-a-crust made of corn chips, 
Cheddar cheese and almonds — with a layer of cream 
cheese, chill with beans, sour cream and topped off 
with yellow peppers, red peppers, chilics and cilan- 
tro. 

K.N. Dunagan, president of CHILI-USA, a group 
lobbying to.make chlll<thc national food, says, "Chill 
should be America's official food. We have an official 
song, flag, even a bird and now a flower. 

"Chili Is an indigenous American cuisine. It was 
nurtured here; It nourished the countless hungry 
.during the Depression. And chili cookoffs have raised . 
millions for charities." 

Hancock, who won the ICS's 198S World Chill 
Championship prize of $25,000, agrees. "It's better' 
than the all-American hamburger. ClilH's more ver- 
satile, more Interesting” — and very American, 
because "everybody thinks they make the best chili 
— or that their mom does.” 

And why docs the International Chill Society dis- 
dain beans? 

"We believe you sliouldn'l cook beans In chili for a 


very practical rcasbn,” Dunagan explains. "You 
' often cook chill one day, refrigerate It and serve it to 
your guests the next ^ay. Well, the beans turn into
